THE CREATOR OF WORKS OF ART 


Is it not true that the fundamental realization to 
which every person who addresses himself or herself 

to the bringing forth of a phenomenon that is at the 
same time autonomous and aesthetic--whether or not he 
or she succeeds in doing so [Would it not be interest- 
ing to know what percentage of those persons who are 
interested in creating a work of art and who there- 
fore address themselves to the creation of a work of 
art are capable of creating a work of art? Would it 
not be interesting to know what percentage of those 
persons who are interested in creating a work of art 
and who therefore address themselves to the creation 

of a work of art and who are capable of creating a 

work of art who do not succeed in creating a work of 
art (just because a person is capable of creating a 
work of art does not mean that he will succeed in 
bringing into existence a work of art when he or she 
addresses himself or herself to the actual creating 
certainly not--a great many factors can make it ex- 
tremely difficult or impossible for him or her to bring 
into existence a work of art once he or she sets about 
doing so)? Would it not be interesting to know what 
percentage of those persons who are interested in and 
capable of creating a work of art come to the conclu- 
sion before they take up their instruments of for- 
mation that they are incapable of bringing into exis- 
tence a work of art? Would it not be interesting to 
know what percentage of those persons who are interest- 
ed in and capable of creating a work of art come to 
the conclusion after having taken up their instruments 
of form-ation that they are incapable of bringing into 
existence a work of art? Would it not be interesting 
to know the names of nine works of art that were created 
by nine different artists each of whom had come to the 
conclusion prior to the creation of his or her work in 
question that he or she was incapable of creating a 
work of art? Would it not be interesting to know how 
many of those nine artists--after having created his or 
her work of which it is here a question--never attempt- 
ed to create another work of art? Would it not be in- 
teresting to know the number of persons who in the past eighty- 
six years for example were interested in and capable of creating 
a work of art and who addressed themselves to the creation of a 
work of art and who did create a work of art but who having done 
so did not regard what they had created as a work of art and 
therefore destroyed their work?]--must come, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, in order to be able to do so is that the world of material 
causation can be re-made/re-created by the conscious analytical human mind?
